When you ask soccer players about 
representing their country, all will tell 
you it is something they aspire to, and 
for those who achieve it, they will tell 
you it is a great honour. 


But don’t actions speak louder than words. 
If you went by the actions of a couple of 
national team players in recent weeks you 
would think they couldn’t care less about 
playing for their country. In fact it appears 
that they are more interested in looking after 
number one! 


In one instance you have a player who, after 
making the long journey from Europe, played 
in the first match and then not only walked 
away from the squad but turned his back on 
his country for good. 


The reason cited by the player was a falling 
out with the coach. The real reason is 
uncertain, but the player insists he was 
harshly treated. 


Perhaps it is best if he does not return to 
play for his coutnry until there is a change in 
this selfish attitude which any team can do 
without. 


The other aspect of international football 
which again reared it’s ugly head, is the Club 
vs Country issue. Again it seems that a 
number of top players are not willing to put 
their country before personal gain. 


Players will often suggest that their club pays 
their wages and that they feel they must repay 
them by being available 100% of the time. 
Pretty weak if you ask me. 


I would have thought that repaying your 
country for all it has done for you would take 
priority over repaying your employer. 


The possible loss of a first team spot is yet 
another selfish reason players seem to offer 


up as to why they find it hard to play for 
their country. 


To have to play for the reserves and earn a 
place back in the first team of their respective 
clubs seems a small price to pay for the 
HONOUR of playing for your country. 


To finish on a positive note (as I always like 
to) I’m sure you'll all join me in congratulating 
our own Clint Bolton for his selection in the 
squad for the Socceroos second match 
against Brazil. 


It was well deserved recognition of the effort 
Bootsa has put in to produce the outstanding 
performance we have seen from him recently.

Complete Car Care 


The most important part of your 
car’s external appearance is quite 
obviously the paintwork. Respraying 
your vehicle every few years is not 
an option for most of us, so a little 
care and regular maintenance can co 
a long way towards keeping your 
car looking great, as well as help hold 
it’s value. 


The three (3) enemies of a great paint are: 
a) Chips and scratches 

b) Bugs, tar etc 

c) Aging 


Chips and scratches, although unpleasant, 
aren't the end of the world. It is now 
possible to buy tubes of touch-up paint 
colour coded exactly to the factory shade 
of your vehicle. Application is easy, 
requiring nothing more than a steady hand. 


Most of these paints come with a ready 
supplied application brush small enough to 
deal with the tiniest of chips. 


Remember that for best results apply paint 
within the chip. DO NOT paint over the 
chip as this leaves an unsightly and easy to 
spot mark. The key is to apply as little as 
possible to get the job done. 


The removal of bugs and tar marks is a 
very simple operation when you know how. 
Under no circumstances rub hard whilst 
washing the car in an attempt to budge 
stubborn marks, all this achieves is to scratch 
the paintwork. These types of marks will 
come off easily if you gently apply a quality 
car wax that contains carnauba. 


The wax acts as a solvent of the tar and it 
comes off in a few seconds without drama. 
Insects are equally easy to deal with. 
Specialised bug and tar removers are also 
available and may be worth a try. 


Aging of the paintwork can best be

described as the loss of moisturising oils 
due to factors such as sun light, wind 
abrasion, rain etc. Inevitable as these 
effects are, they can significantly slowed. 
The replacement of the protecting oils to 
your paint is an easy task. 


Paint in good condition to begin with 
needs only a coat of wax once every 4-8 
weeks to keep the paint in good condition. 
Once again use only good wax containing 
carnauba. 

You need 3 cloths to apply wax properly. 
Apply the wax to a small section of paint 
with your first cloth. Use the second cloth 
to remove the wax gently before it dries, 
and buff the area with the third to get a 
great shine. Obviously it’s important to 
use soft non-abrasive cloth.
